A S AN opener for the season the 
Washington Civic Theatre hai 
chosen “Excursion," by Victor Wolf* 
son. We caught the dress rehearsal 
on Sunday night at the Wardman 
Park Theatre and although the go- 
ing was a bit rough in spots, es- 
pecially whtn Director Strickland 
began tearing his hair out, it could 
ehsify be seen thpt here was a play 
having a little bit more to say tha* \. 
the regular Broadway re-hash that 
we usually get down here in thff 
sticks. , 

The action takes place on an ex- 
cursion liner from New York City 
to Coney Island; therein we see a 
slice of life, characters twisted and 
broken in the crucible of, a big, 
tough city,; trying to snatch a mo- 
ment’s happiness on a dirty boat 
traveling back and forth on its nar- 
row course. There are many kinds 
of people aboard, and through th® 
talent of the author, each, is real 
and vivid besides being the sym- 
bol for all the rest of the type. The 
captain of the tub decides to rescue 
his motley crew of passengers from 
the grind of their dally lives. Just 
for spite we won't say how he goea 
about it, but the method is novel. 
The outcome is not. Moral: There is 
no escape.
